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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to applicant's election filed January 26, 2006. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of Species I subspecies A in the reply filed on January 26, 
2006 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). Claims 1-7 and 10-16 have been 
withdrawn without traverse. 

Drawings 

Figure 1 A-4 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claims 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure, which is not enabling. The gate insulating films having different thicknesses 
critical or essential to the practice of the invention 1 , but not included in the claim(s) is 
not enabled by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 
(CCPA1976). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mitsubishi (JP 
2002-151598). 

Mitsubishi (Draw. 2-3) disclose: 
(cl. 8) a semiconductor device production method, comprising the steps of: forming a 
device isolation film (5) on a substrate (1) by using a first mask pattern (3) covering a 
first region (e.g. right portion) and a second region (e.g. left portion) on the substrate;

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forming a first insulating film (10) in the first region while covering the second region 
with a second mask pattern (3); and removing the second mask pattern (Draw 3b-d) 
and forming a second insulating film (1 1) in the second region.
